Area Meat Animal Show 
Brings Success to 4-Hers 


The move of the Western New 
York 4-H Meat Animal Show and 
Sale from Caledonia to Pavilion 
Empire Market did not hamper 
the success of this annual event in 
attracting exhibitors and buyers. 

The exhibitors presented 111 
animals for show and sale from 
the counties of Erie, Genesee, 
Livingston, Monroe, Niagara, On- 
tario, Orleans, Seneca, Steuben 
and Wayne. Harris Wilcox Inc. 
again donated the auctioneering 
service. i 

Hogs started the sale this year 
with Jeff Murphy of Springwater 
receiving $4.00 a pound for his 
256-pound champion hog, pur- 
chased by O.K. Markets of 
Caledonia. Matt Olmstead of West 
Bloomfield, sold his reserve 
champion 222-pound hog to 
Norstar Bank of $2.50 a pound. 
The 49 hogs judged averaged 83.5 
cents a pound. The showmanship 
award was won by Bruce Brown of 
Seneca County. The New York 
Pork Producers and Jack Moran 
provided the trophies. 

The lambs came next with Lisa 
Tillotseon of LeRoy exhibiting a 
108-pound lamb champion which
